CANADA’S “BEEF BASKET” 


The beef cattle business in the 
West last year has been a profit- 
able one and it is hoped that the 
favorable trend will continue 
through 1959. The western prairie 
provinces and particularly Alberta, 
for many years have been in the 
beef cattle business on a consider- 
able scale. The cattlemen have 
had their ups and down but 1958 
Was a bonanza year, 

The happier state of affairs 
came about through an expanding 
market for beef animals, and 
mainly feeders, in the western 
United States. The large total of 
640,442 beef animals that were 
shipped south of the border, 
457,921 head were feeders. The 
West supplied most of the demand, 
only 14,2569 head of the total be- 
ing exported from Eastern Canada. 
This export business probably 
created an all-time record for 
Canadian cattlemen. 

In addition to the large export 
of beef animals to the United | 
States, over 200,000 head were) 
shipped to Eastern Canada to take | 
care of the beef deficiency in that | 
area. Our region seems to have. 
become the “beef basket” of Can- 
ada as well as the “bread basket.” | 

In earlier times most of the cat- | 
tle marketed in the West were dis- 
possed of as grass fed. Now the! 
general practice is to finish the | 
animals on grain. Such produces 
a quality product and provides for 
the disposition of a considerable 
quantity of feed grains. 

While the big ranches, in earlier 
years, provided most of the beef 
cattle which went to market, now 
farms are the main source of such 
animals, The profitable outlet in 
the United States in 1958 was a/| 
fortuitous happening for Alberta 
agrioulture.

WEED SPRAYERS: I am listing 
below what I consider to be im- 
portant features when selecting a 
weed sprayer. First of all let me 
say that “bargain price” sprayers 
seldom turn out to be completely 
satisfactory. 

Boom type sprayers for average 
field spraying are more satisfactory 
than boomless sprayers. The booms 
should be of non-corrosive material 
and carried by a strong framework 
that can be easily folded for trans- 
port or going through gates. It is 
very important that there be a good 
range of height adjustments from 
a low of 24 inches to a high posi- 
tion of 54 inches, on the boom 
assembly. Nozzles should be of the 
type that are easily cleaned, each 
with an individual screen. 

The pump is the heart of the unit 
and should have ample capacity to 
maintain adequate pressure, plus a 
reserve, to provide for by-pass agi- 
tation of the material in the tank, 

You can select from three types | 


of pumps: piston, gear or nylon} 
roller If you intend to use the ma- 
chine for high pressure cattle | 


spraying you will require the piston 
pump. Next to a good pump, one 
should look for an efficient and 
reliable filtering unit with a suit- 
able control block and _ pressure 
regulator. The pressure regulator 
and gauge, along with the on-off 
valves, should be within easy range 
of the operator while he is seated 
on the tractor, 

You can select either a _ tractor 
mount or trailer unit, whichever 
will best fit your budget and fill 
the need. For large acreages a 
trailer unit with at least a 200- 
gallon tank is a good unit. Be 
sure the tank is of a non-corrosive 
material, either aluminum or gal- 
vanized steel. We have found that 
with a 200 gallon tank and with 4 
Ballon per acre nozzles, 50 acres 
can be sprayed with a tankful, 
making a very satisfactory unit. 

Last, but not least, buy your new 
sprayer from a dealer or company 
that can give you service or parts 
when you need them,

This is my first report in your 
newspaper this session.

Firstly, there was a plan sug- 
gested to institute a system of crop 
insurance. To make such a pro- 
gram effective and to become law 
enabling provincial legislation is 
necessary, Therefore, there must be 
an agreement in reference to this 
plan between the provinces of Can- 
ada and the federal government. 
This was done recently to put into 
effect Canada’s new National 
Health Plan. 


Secondly, a revised Farm Loan 
Act is promised. This is long over- 
due. What this legislation § will 
contain has not been known to 
parliament,

Notes From D.A.

The farmstead is the show win- 


dow of the farm, the house and it’s | 


durroundings is home, This area 
is highly capitalized with the build- 
ings, livestock, corrals and equip- 
ment. In addition to this it is the 
area where many of hours are 
spent in doing the chores assoc- 
jated with the farming operation. 

The farmstead plan must there- 
fore be well planned to provide 
beauty, safety, efficiency and yet 
be practical to fit the farming en- 
terprise it serves, 

The overall plan should provide 
home, garden, livestock, machinery 
as well as working and 
areas. This whole area will 
close approximately ten acres de- 
pending on size of operations, when 
enclosed by a shelterbelt protect- 
jon and beauty are provided. 

The home should be towards the 
road and provided a view of both 
the road way and the farmstead. 
The garden and poultry § areas 
should be located near the home. 
An open area between the farm 
buildings and the home will pro- 
vide space for movement of mach- 
inery, deliveries to farm, etc., gar- 
age and workshop can be located 
here. 

The barns should be so located 
that stock have access to water 
and pasture, and yet allow you to 
enter through the barn doors dir- 
ectly from an area where stock do 
not travel. There must be space 
provided for storage of feed, this 
will be closely associated with the 
barns and corrals. 

The storage area for machinery 
is important as equipment repre- 
sents a high capital investment, do 
not allow machinery and livestock 
together as machinery wil) be dam- 
aged and livestock injured. 

If it is a new farmstead or a re- 
modelling of an old farmstead, plan 
it well before commencing any 
major construction. Only by care- 
ful consideration of all features 
will you obtain the efficient farm- 
stead you require,

Dear Homemakers: 

Do textile terms have you in a 
turnmoil? Little wonder when 
there are so many new fabrics and 
finishes on the market! Perhaps 
this dictionary of textile terms 
will help you know what you are 
buying. Clip this column out and 
carry it in your purse, 

1 ACRILAN or VEREL (Another 
trade name for the same fibre) is 


a washable, drip-dry, strong, shrink 
resistant synthetic used for suits, 
dresses, childrens wear, knitting 


yarns and upholstery. 


2. ARNEL — a new fabric that 
is machine washable, quick drying 


needs little ironing, no shrinkage 
or stretching, permanent pleats, 
and will not pill. Used for all 


wearing apparel - childrens, men’s 
and womens’. TRILAN, TRICEL 
and COMPLETA are other trade 
names for the same fabric. 

3. CELAPERM, or COLORAY or 
CHROMSPUN are all names for 
completely color-fast acetate and 
rayon materials, Acetate and ray- 
on are hard to dye by ordinary 
methods so for colorfastness the 
dye is added to the spinning sol- 
ution before the fibres harden. 

4. COLORFAST - a term which 
means there is no noticeable loss 
of coloy through washing and wear. 

5. DACRON or TERYLENE 
are two names for the same 
material which boasts superior 
strength, is washable, drip-dry, 
wrinkle resistant and is very good 
for wearing apparel, knitting yarns 
and sewing thread. 

6. DISCIPLINED COTTON, 
DRIP-DRY or WASH AND WEAR 
- are all terms for a fabric which 
has been treated so that it can 
be washed and worn with little or 
no ironing. The fabric may be: 

(a) Cotton with a resin finish. 
(b) A Man-Made fibre (e.g. 
dacron, orlon, arnel, ete.) 

‘c) A blend of cotton and one 

these synthetic fibres. 

Wash in water that is warm but 
not too hot, 

Unless label states you can, nev- 
er use a chlorine bleach, water that 
has been treated with Chlorine, or 


of 
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a soap that contains such a bleach | 


as this destroys the drip dry qual- 
ity and produces a yellow color. 

Dry in an automatic dryer or 
hang, without wringing, on a wood- 
en hanger and allow to drip dry. 

7. EVERGLAZE - a fabric treated 
With special resins, heat and pres- 
sure to give a crease-resistant fab- 
ric that has a shiny surface usual- 
ly durable to laundering. 

POLISHED COTTON has a 
permanent shiny surface but it is 
the result of the weave of the ma- 
terial ‘actually a SATEEN), not 
an applied finish. 

8. FORTISAN - is a super-strong 
washable material which is resit- 
ant to sunlight and has good drap- 
ing qualities which make it excel- 
lent for curtains and draperies. 

9, LUREX - trade name for a 
non-tarnishing metallic yarn (gold 
oy silver) which is washable and 
dry cleanable. 

10. MERCERIZED - a cotton 
material or sewing thread which 
has been treated with caustic soda 
to make jt stronger, more lusterous, 
more absorbent and easier to dye. 


Always be sure that the cotton 
thread that you buy is ‘Mercer- 
ized,”
